Progress  with  Pears:  Tne  seedlings  grown  in  1925  from  seed  which  I  obtained 
from  fresh  pears  in  North  China  in  1924  were  transplanted  to  the  State  orchard  at 
V/atertown  and  made  good  growth  in  1925  ar.d  1927.  They  should  be  thinned  out  and 
transplanted  to  their  permanent  location  for  fruiting.  They  form  the  material  fo 
the  largest  pear  orchard  in  the  world  and  I  feel  sure  that  from  this  lot  of  seed¬ 
lings,  good  hardy  pears  immune  to  fire  blight  will  be  cH/t-oin^d .  These  Harbin 
pear  seedlings  will  be  needed  also  for  hardy  stocks  for  my  new  hybrids  which  are 
now  appearing.
